Program Notes 


Adrian Ling (b. 1994) 

Rhapsody (2015) 

Rhapsody began life as the third 
piece of a brass band triptych 
entitled Progressions that I wrote 
in 2013 for the three bands of 
Hannaford Youth, the education 
program of the Toronto-based 
Hannaford Street Silver Band. This 
program, and especially its director 
Anita McAlister, was instrumental 
in my decision to pursue music as 
a career and played no small part 
in my being here at the Faculty of 
Music today. Progressions is built 
on a melody that is developed 
through the triptych, each piece 
presenting a different staple of the 
brass band repertoire. The opening 
Prelude phrases the melody in 
its simplest form, a chorale. This 
chorale is transformed into a brisk 
March before finally, its fragments 
create the Rhapsody. The melody 
itself is only presented twice in 
Rhapsody , once in the middle as a 
reminiscence and once at the end 
as a final triumphant statement. 

I arranged the Rhapsody for winds 
in 2015 for the Wind Ensemble 
Composition Competition, taking 
advantage of the opportunity to 
revisit the work and reimagine 
aspects of it. While brass band 
has a wonderfully blended and 
rich sound, I was enticed by the 
colouristic possibilities inherent 
in concert bands and I enjoyed 
working in the expanded sound 


world. This piece remains one of my 
personal favourites, and I’m happy 
to have this opportunity to share it 
with a new audience! —AL 

Ney Rosauro (b. 1952) 

Concerto for marimba and Wind 
Ensemble (1986) 

Ney Rosauro, born in Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil on October 24, 

1952, studied composition and 
conducting at the Universidade de 
Brasilia (Brazil). He then received 
the master’s degree in percussion 
at the Hochschule fur Musik 
Wurzburg in Germany under 
Professor Siegfried Fink, completing 
his doctorate at the University of 
Miami under the supervision of Fred 
Wickstrom. From 1975 to 1987 he 
was percussion instructor at the 
Escola de Musica de Brasilia, and 
timpanist with the Orquestra do 
Teatro Nacional de Brasilia in Brazil. 
As a composer he has published 
more than 100 pieces for 
percussion as well as several 
method books. Written in 1986, 

The Concerto for Marimba and 
Orchestra was transcribed for Wind 
Band by Thomas McCutchen, and 
is dedicated to the composer’s 
son Marcelo. With the commercial 
success of a 1990 CD and video 
by Scottish percussionist Evelyn 
Glennie and the London Symphony 
Orchestra, the Concerto rapidly 
came to be regarded as part of the 
standard literature for percussion. 

It is considered to be the most 


popular marimba concerto today, 
and has been performed by more 
than eight hundred orchestras 
worldwide. 

The concerto contains four 
movements — unusual for the 
concerto form — which follow the 
fast-slow-fast pattern, with the 
medium tempo third movement 
inserted before the vigorous finale. 
Some Brazilian motifs and jazz 
elements are used throughout 
the piece, which contains strong 
rhythmic patterns and catchy 
melodies. The marimba leads the 
thematic material throughout much 
the piece, and as a result, the 
marimba part of certain movements 
can be performed solo, without 
orchestral accompaniment. The 
solo part explores the many 
possibilities of modern four-mallet 
technique, and according to 
reviews from Percussive Notes 
magazine “the concerto is superbly 
written for the unique timbre and 
virtuoso technical qualities of the 
marimba.” — NR 

Allan Gordon Bell (b. 1953) 

From Chaos to the Birth of a Rising 
Star (1983) 

In 1983 I spent a week as a 
“Composer-in-the Schools” 
introducing the students at 
Salisbury Composite High School 
to many notions surrounding 
creativity in music. During the 
course of our explorations the 
students created an evocative 
collective improvisation, which, 


arising from its shape and gestures, 
they called “From Chaos to 
Tranquility.” The title reminded me 
of an epigram from the philosopher 
Freidrich Nietzsche. Describing the 
creative process, he wrote that it 
only through chaos that there can 
be the birth of a dancing star. From 
the students and from Nietzsche 
comes the title of this piece. 

The piece follows the program of 
the title. Beginning with violent 
twelve-note chords (every pitch 
is possible) and nervous layers of 
instrumental attack (any rhythm 
is possible), moving through the 
assertion of an interval which 
eventually becomes a motive, 
through the introduction and then 
orchestrational variation of three 
melodic themes, and ending with a 
serene conclusion. — AB 

Frank Ticheli (b. 1958) 

Rest , for concert band (2010) 

Frank Ticheli was born in Monroe, 
Louisiana, earning degrees in 
composition from Southern 
Methodist University, and from the 
University of Michigan, where he 
studied with William Albright, Leslie 
Bassett, George Wilson and William 
Bolcom. 

Subsequently, Ticheli was an 
assistant professor of music at 
Trinity University in San Antonio, 
Texas. Since 1991, he has been 
a Professor of Composition at the 
University of Southern California’s 
Thornton School of Music. Ticheli 


has been the recipient of numerous 
awards, grants and commissions. 
His work, Angels in the 
Architecture , for concert band with 
soprano soloist, was commissioned 
by Kingsway International and 
received its premiere performance 
in July 2008 by a massed band 
of young musicians from Australia 
and the U.S. at the Sydney Opera 
House. 

Recent works include The Shore 
(Symphony No. 3) a 35-minute 
work for chorus and orchestra 
based on poems of David St. John; 
Concerto for Clarinet for soloist 
Hakan Rosengren, premiered by 
the Lithuanian National Orchestra 
and first performed in America by 
the Round Top Festival Orchestra, 
JoAnn Falletta, conductor; and 
Songs of Love and Life , for soprano 
soloist and 18 players, composed 
for conductor, Allan McMurray. 

Rest is a concert band adaptation 
of the SATB choral work There 
Will Be Rest. About Rest Ticheli 
writes, “In making this version, I 
preserved almost everything from 
the original: harmony, dynamics, 
even the original registration. I also 
endeavored to preserve carefully 
the fragile beauty and quiet dignity 
suggested by Sara Teasdale’s 
words.” 

There will be rest, and sure stars 
shining 

Over the roof-tops crowned with 
snow, 

A reign of rest, serene forgetting, 

The music of stillness holy and 


low. 

I will make this world of my devising 
Out of a dream in my lonely 
mind. 

I shall find the crystal of peace, - 
above me 

Stars I shall find. (Sara Teasdale,

David Maslanka (b. 1943) 
Testament - Music For a Time of 
Trial (2001) 

David Maslanka was born in New 
Bedford, Massachusetts in 1943. 

He attended the Oberlin College 
Conservatory where he studied 
composition with Joseph Wood. He 
spent a year at the Mozarteum in 
Salzburg, Austria, and did graduate 
work in composition at Michigan 
State University with H. Owen 
Reed. Maslanka’s works for winds 
and percussion have become 
especially well known. They include 
among others, A Child’s Garden 
of Dreams for Symphonic Wind 
Ensemble, Concerto for Piano, 
Winds and Percussion, the second, 
third and fourth symphonies. In 
addition, he has written a wide 
variety of chamber, orchestral 
and choral pieces. Maslanka was 
the Smith Visitor at the Faculty of 
Music in 2011, and left a lasting 
imprint with his depth of integrity 
and musicality. Testament is striking 
in its extreme contrast between 
violence and chaos, and peace. 
Maslanka’s own words best prepare 
us for this work: 

When I consider the darkness that 
we carry, 


The pain we inflict - on those close 
to us, and on those we don’t even 
know, 

The death we bring through rage, 
ignorance, and indifference, 

I say "Please God, help us to melt 
the rage into love, 

And love into understanding and 
acceptance. ” 

When I consider a world where we 
are at each other’s mercy, 

Where evil can be done to anyone, 
by anyone, anywhere, 

I say "Forgive us our trespasses, 
as we forgive those who trespass 
against us. ” 

Teach us how to forgive; teach us 
how to be forgiven, 

Because it’s not a simple 
business... 

When I consider music, my center, 
my life, 

The great harmonizer, the channel 
of living energy 
The open channel of the soul, 
God’s voice in each of us, 

Bringing souls all over the world to 
peaceful union, 

A living past, a living present, a 
living future, 

I say "How beautiful it is! How 
beautiful it is! How beautiful it is! 


Biographies 


Jeffrey Reynolds 

Jeff Reynolds is Associate 
Professor, Teaching Stream, in 
trumpet and conducting. Formerly 
co-ordinator of the Performance 
Division, he has taught at the 
Faculty of Music for over 30 years, 
teaching undergraduate courses in 
instrumental education, chamber 
music, jazz education and jazz 
history, and conducting the Wind 
Ensemble and Wind Symphony. He 
maintains a trumpet studio and has 
appeared as a trumpet player with 
various orchestras and chamber 
ensembles, performing with, among 
others, the Victoria Symphony, the 
Calgary Philharmonic, the Orchestra 
of the Royal Winnipeg Ballet and the 
Hamilton Philharmonic. His trumpet 
studies were with Arnold Jacobs, 
Vincent Cichovicz, Boyd Hood and 
Ward Cole. Reynolds adjudicates 
at festivals across Canada, appears 
as a guest conductor and clinician. 
His articles appear in such journals 
as Canadian Winds, The Recorder 
and the Journal of Aesthetic 
Education, and he is the author 
of the pedagogy book Trumpet 
for Dummies. After degrees in 
philosophy and music he received 
his doctorate from the University of 
Toronto in the philosophy of music 
education, with a focus on creativity 
in performance and pedagogy. 


Allan Gordon Bell 

Calgary-born composer Allan 
Gordon Bell grew up in Edmonton. 
He studied philosophy at the 
University of Alberta and went on to 
receive a master of music degree 
(also from the University of Alberta) 
under the guidance of Violet Archer, 
Malcolm Forsyth and Manus 
Sasonkin. Afterward, Bell pursued 
advanced studies in composition at 
the Banff Centre for the Arts where 
his teachers were Jean Coulthard, 
Bruce Mather and Oskar Morawetz. 
Bell is this year’s University of 
Toronto Faculty of Music Roger 
D. Moore Distinguished Visitor in 
Composition. 

Bell has written for solo instruments, 
chamber ensembles, orchestra, 
band, electroacoustic media, young 
musicians, and has also composed 
scores for theatre, dance 
productions, film and television. He 
has received commissions from the 
CBC and the Calgary Philharmonic, 
among others, and has conducted 
numerous groups, including Calgary 
Contemporary Ensemble. In 1982, 
Bell studied film music with Earle 
Hagen in Toronto. He is a professor 
at the University of Calgary. 

Bell’s works have been performed 
by the National Arts Centre 
Orchestra, the Calgary Philharmonic 
Orchestra, Esprit Orchestra, the 
Vancouver Symphony Orchestra, 
the Manitoba Chamber Orchestra, 


and the Societe de musique 
contemporaine du Quebec, in 
addition to many other professional 
and amateur organizations in 
Canada, the United States, 
Germany, Israel, Japan and the 
United Kingdom. 

A CD entitled Spirit Trail: The Music 
of Allan Gordon Bell was released 
by CBC Records, and captures 
five of his orchestral works. The 
Association of Canadian Choral 
Conductors presented Bell with 
an award for outstanding choral 
compositions in 1994 and 1999. 
From 1984 to 1988, he served as 
president of the National Board 
of the Canadian Music Centre. 

Bell’s music is available from the 
Canadian Music Centre, Alberta 
Keys and Gordon V. Thompson 
publishers. In 2012, Bell was made 
a Member of the Order of Canada 
for his contribution to Canadian 
contemporary classical music and 
culture, and in 2014, he won a Juno 
award for his chamber work Field 
Notes in the Classical Composition 
of the Year category. 

Danielle Sum 

Danielle Sum, 20, is a winner of the 
2015 Winds Concerto Competition 
at the Faculty of Music. Flailing from 
Markham, Ontario, Sum began 
piano lessons at the age of five, and 
started playing the marimba in her 
last year of high school. She is a 
student of Beverley Johnston and 
John Rudolph. 


An alumnus of the Toronto Youth 
Wind Orchestra, Sum has also 
participated in the TorQ Percussion 
Seminar in Lunenberg, Nova Scotia 
this past summer. She is currently 
a member of the Band of the 
Queen’s Own Rifles of Canada, 
the Senior Percussion Ensemble 
and the University of Toronto Wind 
Ensemble. 

As a concurrent education student 
in third year, Sum enjoys learning 
any instrument she can get her 
hands on. When she is not engaged 
musically, she is involved as a social 
convenor on the Faculty of Music 
Undergraduate Association, and 
has a passion for photography.
